THE ANARCHISTS TRIAL. 


Some New and Startling Developments Ex- 
pected. 

CHICAGO, July 26,—The continuation of the 
anarchists trial this week, it is expected, will 
witness several new and startling devel- 
opments. After a vast quantity of testimony 
similar to that already given by Detective 
Janssen, from other detectives who have for 
various purposes been employed to watch the 
movements of the Chicago dynamiters for the 
past two years—some of them in the pay of 
the citizens association and others inthe ser- 
vice of the Pinkerton agency, at the instance 
of foreign governments. A dozen witnesses 
will be called to give the substance of the in- 
cendiary speeches made by Parsons, Spies and 
Fielden at Haymarket on the evening of May 
4, preceding the bomb massacre. The prose- 
cution expects to rest its case by next Satur- 
day, although it may take State’s Attorney 
Grinnell a little longer to get in all available 
evidence, much of which has unexpectedly 
come to hand since the trial commenced. The 
story published in a New York paper Satur- 
day, regarding an alleged interview with 
Ignatz Swobotka, in that city, in which Swo- 
botka is made confess he 
threw the fatal Haymarket bomb, 
finds no confirmation among the authorities 
here. The opinion of those who have had 
most to do with the investigation of the case 
end with the direction of efforta that have 
been put forth to find the real bomb thrower, 
or to ascertain who he is, has settled down to 
one or two persons—viz., @ man shot and 
killed by Officer Madden or Rudolph Schnan- 
be], machinist, who has made his escape. Cir- 
cumstances point most clearly to the latter. 

The full force and meani ng of the testimo- 
ny of the Pinkerton men in the anarchists’ 
trial will hardly be understood until more of 
itis putin. There is moreof it tocome. De- 
tective Janssen is the only one of five of Pin- 
kerton’s oldest officers who were put to work 
early last winter to find out how much the 
anarchist crowd actually meant by their 
speeches and who, in the Fag 
of their work, penetra anar- 
chist dens, took part in their 
most secret conclaves, listened to their in- 
structions to their dupes and reported day by 
dsy to W. A. Pinkerton, their employer. 
Pinkerton had been employed by a party of 
the largest property owners in the city to 
make an investigation and furnish informa- 
tion obtained as he got it. His men were not 
employed to accuse or convict anybody. They 
were instructed to report facts, simply as they 
found them, and their testimony is, there- 
fore, not open te the objec- 
tion which is . usually urged with 
force against detectives’ evidence that is 
precured to convict. 

A. C. Janssen, the detective whose disclosure 
occasioned the sensation Saturday, took the 
stand this morning first and the examination 
of the withess was resumed by Mr. Foster,who 
asked concerning the witness’s version of the 
conversation which took place between Spies 
and an aged gentleman on the occasion of the 
parade on decoration day of last year. Spies 
lovking at the militia said they would not 
amount to much in event of a 
riot; that a balf dozen dynamite 
bomts would scatter the soldiers 
in all direetions. Witness said he did not 
know who this man was. Witness repo

MEETING OF SYMPATHIZERS, 

Fully two thousand sympathizers of the 
eight anarchists now being tried before Judge 
Gary, assembled in West Twelfth street Tur- 
ner hall tonight. It was the first “red xB 
meeting since the memorable night of May the 
4th, and there was considerable anxiety 
around police headquarters in consequence, 
The entire force there was held in 
readiness to answer any call, and a 
good sized number of officers wasin attend - 
ance upon the meeting. Captain O’Donnell 
was present, and about forty uniformed po- 
licemen scattered inside and outside tne hall, 
besides many detectives in citizen’s clothing. 
But the meeting was peaceable and proceed- 
ings regular. A. CC. Bischoff pre- 
sided. Speeches were delivered by A. 
B. Simpson, Dr. Ernest Schmidt and 
George Schilling, all socialists or anarchists 
of long standing. The remarks of each were 
evidently tempered with due regard to the 
police force that was present, and were protty 
strictly confined te expatiation on the set ob- 
ject of the meeting, which are summed up in a 
series of reselutions that were afterward carried 
with a whoop. They charge that the 
press has, since the fourth of May, with ab- 
solute unavimity, clamored for the condemna- 
tion and execution of the eight anarchists on 
trial, although they have not yet been heard 
in their own defense. The resolutions farther 
charge that the press has not fairly and fally 
published the evidence thus far adduced in 
the trial, particularly the cross examination 
of witnesses called by the prosecution. 

In conclusion, the resolutions “recommend 
tethe organized workers of Chicago to follow 
in the footsteps of the Central Labor union of 
New York, which is entering the arens of po- 
litical action for the purpose of counteracting 
repressive legislation that the capitalistic class 
wil no doubt attempt to railroad through oar 
legislative bodies.”

ORDERED BY THE QUEEN TO FORM

Lord Salisbury'’s Return from Osborn—His Reception

Lonpon, July 26.~The marquis of Salis- 
bury arrived today at noon in Lendon from 
Osborne, where he went to receive the queen’s 
commands to form a government.

A CHILD DROWNED. 


A Twelve-¥Vear-Qld Bey Falls Into the 
River. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., July 26.—[Special.]—A sad 
drowning occurred at the Baltimore steam- 
ship’s wharf. The steamship, Wm. Crane, 
arrived about two o’cloek. An hour later, 
when the passengers had gone off, Mr. J. 
W, Farqubarsonu, the stewart of the vessel, 
took his two little children, Willie C., a 
twelve-year-old boy, and a ten-year-old daugh- 
ter, ont on the wharf, The family’s home is 
in Baltimore, and the children came out this 
trip with their father to spend part of their 
vacation, both having been at school until 
shortly before the ship sailed. 

For some time the father watched the 
children playing abont the wharf, and he 
cautiened them net nee near the edge. He 
was sitting On a bale Of hay fifty feet from the 
river, and suddenly got to dozing. Directly he 
was awakened -by the frantic cries of his little 
daughter, who was calling to her father. 
Mr. Farqubarson sprang up, but the child 
was so terrified that the parent could not 
understand her. Not seeing his other child 
on the wharf, he surmised the truth and ran 
to the edge of the wharf. Ts lad’s hat was 
floating down the river. Two men in a boat 
and in mid-stream were rowing with all their 
strength toward the wharf. John W. Winn, 
the diver, who happened to be on the whar‘f, 
was overboard like a flash, but the child must 
have been at onee carried to the bottom. 
Several persons were standing in the stern of 
the Crane, and saw the boy fal! into the river. 


- Ti was flood tide and there was twenty-five 


feet of water at the wharf. Winn dived again 
and again, but could not find the body. 

Grappling hooks were got out, and in fifteen 
hee after the lad fell overboard his body 
was caught and pulled up on the wharf. The 
child was rolled on a barrel while a physician 
was sent for. Dr, Dupa soon arrived, and he 
made cyery eftort to resuscitate thé-poy. A 
feeble pulse wes obtained once anH it was 
thought the child’s life would be saved. After 
a few beats the pulse consti. The doctor 
worked for forty-five minutes, when he saw 
that there was no hope. The father was fran - 
tic with grief, and many of those in the crowd 
could not keep back the tears from their own 
eyes as the parent in his agony embraced the 
lifeless body and called it by name. 

Mr. Farquharson left on the norfhbound 
train for Baltimore with his danghter and his 
gon’s body. The mother, who is at home, was 
notified by telegraph.

When Editor Cutting took it into his head 
to notify the readers of his paper that a cer- 
tain Mexican citizen was a swindler and a 
deadbeat he did not have the slightest idea 
that he was on the road to fame. 

We all know the subsequent history of the 
case. The Mexicans locked up the editor 
and our government demanded his uncondi- 
tional release on the ground that he was an 
American citizen unjustly imprisoned. This 
demand was ignored, and the prisoner had 
to remain in jail. 

Recently the case has taken a new shape. 
The Mexicans have tried to pursuade Cat- 
ting to give bond and thus regain his lib- 
erty. No doubt this wouldsuit the poor fellow 
very well, but our consul at Paso del Norte 
has stepped in between the prisoner and the 
authorities withthe statement that Cutting 
must not give bond because the United States 
demands his unconditional release. The 
consul moreover says that it is now too big 
a matter for the Mexican courts to pass upon. 
It is an international case and can only be 
settled by the two governments. 

All thisis calculated to make Editor Cut- 
ting swell will pride.

Where the Americans Live. 

The foreign tourist who travels through 
the northern and western states will go home 
without knowing much about the American 
people. The genuine Americans nearly all 
live south of Mason and Dixon’s Kine. 

In proof of this assertion we have only to 
refer to Dr. Billings’s statistics on our natu- 
ral increase of population. The average 
birth rate of the country is thirty-six per 
thousand of population, and the death rate 
is only eighteen per thousand. But in some 
states the birth rate is even lower than the 
death rate. In New Hampshire the number 
of births is about seventy-one to each thou- 
sand women; in Massachusetts it is eighty- 
two, and in Vermont it is eighty-eight. In 
the south it is nearly double these figures; 
for instance, 148 in Louisiana, 156 in Geor- 
gia, and 187 in Texas. Now if the south is 
to continue with about twice as many births 
to the thousand women as the north can 
show, it is very evident that the native ele- 
ment in the north will gradually die out. 
These statistics it should be remarked apply 
to the native population alone. The natu- 
ral native increase in the south keeps that 
section thoroughly American. It is well to 
bear this fact in mind as it accounts for the 
remarkable political, religious and serial 
differences existing between the two-sec- 
tions.

Weak QUITMAN, July 23.—(Staf Corres- 

ence.)—The trucking and melon growing 
business in Rrooks county is now an assured 
epecess despite all the predictions of croakers, 

A few years ago, when the business was in 
ts infancy. ® great niany men caught the 
fever and émbarked headiong into an enter- 

seg with the merest Gutlines of which they 
were totally unfamuliar, and the consequcnce 
was that the market was flooded 
@ith inferior products, handled in an inexper- 
sepced manner, and failure and dire disaster 
overwhelmed the Knights of the Cuke. Dis- 
honest agents of mythical western firms came 
along with bogus telegrams and conjectaral 
quotations of prices current, ard what little 

fruit was produced was gobbled up by 
these scalawags. 

Many abandoned the businoss—some at 
heavy loss on the original investment. The 
business languished, and the croakers all 
eat like crows on a limb and gleefully croaked, 
“J told you so!” But there were few level- 
headed individuals who still had faith in the 
practicability of making money out of the bus- 
iness. They held on until the clouds rolled 
bw and the tide took a turn. 

The present season has well illustrated the 
wisdom of their course. Four handred 
car-loads of melons have been 
shipped from this small scope of country, ly- 
ing contigueus to the Savannah, Florida and 
Western railway, within the county of 
Brooks. Railroads have joined hands with 
the growers and have cut the rates down as 
low as they can. They have constructed 
turnouts all along the line for the conven- 
‘ence of shippers. Six of these long sidin 
exist between the eastern and western bord-

ers of Brooks, besides the regular 
stations. Commission houses have 
sprung nto existence; men have 


made money soliciting the trade, and thous- 
ands of dollars have jingled in pockets where 
dimes were not wont to jingle. 

At this writing the melon crop has been 
harvested, and the ground is ready for a pea 
or potato crop. 

Such bas been the demand for reai estate 
that Jands are almost unpurchasabie all along 
within convenient distance of the railroad. 
The cultivated lands fetch a handsome 
rental, and so eager are the tenants tha: they 
have already rented the lands that were 
rentable for the next season’s crop. 

As for other truck, it has not been grown, 
perhaps, to the extent proportionately that 
melons have. Still, there is a good deal of 
land devoted to the raising of beans, c1cum- 
bers, etc.,and there is a fair margin o/ profit 
for the producer. 

“Nothing succeeds like success,’ and this 
snecess is unanswerable argument to the 
croakings of the disgruntled. There is no 
craze about it, no fabulous prices, no babble, 
no nonsense, but it is a legitimate business, 
conducted on business principles, and bringing 
a steady income to those concerned in the 
growth and handling of the crops raised. 

These gray lands are eminently adapted to 
this industry. The soil is a free loam, easily 
permeable by the vivifying elements of air, 
water and sunlight. This explains the fact 
that crops are marketable here so much 
earlierin the season than in the vicinity of 
Macon. It is as much due to the character of 
the soil as to the difference in altitude or 
longitude of the two sections. All crops 
grow well. Corn yields heavy crops, cetton 
does well, and cane, potatoes and other field 
crops turn out well. 

It is @ good country, healthy and 
well watered, with an abundance 
ofthe finest timber the world ever saw, all 
add to the desirable features ofthis section. 
The water in southern Brooks is not 80 cool as 
among the hills, but it is sweet and pure, and 
people enjoy as good health here as thty do 
any where, 

QUITMAN 
is a pretty little town of two thousand inhab- 
itants. About twenty-seven yearsago your 
correspondent, then a little tot, first laid eyes 
on the embryonic city of Quitman. The rail- 
road had just reached that point,and Rem- 
ington had put up ageneral merchandise 
store, In those stores you could then pur- 
chase anything froma grindstoneto a tin 
horse, or from a yard of broadcloth to a plug 
of tobacco. Mingled in an indistinguishable 
and heterogenous mass were the elements of 
adozen wholesale houses,in different lines. 


The incipient streets were marked 
blazes on the tall pine 
trees, and the natives steod afar off and 


gazed With aweand wonder on the locomotive. 
That was before the virgin soil had been so 

ssed by the husbandman, and people 
ay no doubt, better because they knew 
eBE. 

Today, how changed? I stood on corner 
and gazed across toward the ample lawn that 
surrounds = the massive courthouse. 
under the cool of the 
epreading water oaks that cluster about it 
stands @ granite shaft. That shaft is all that 
8 left, except the memory of that dark strug- 
gle that came so soon after Quitman’s birth. 
Rocked in the lap of revolution, its cradle 
sungthe shouts of contending armies, it 
hadalongand dcubtful struggle for exist- , 
ence, It is strong limbed and sturdy enough 
now, There are about thirty business houses 
and several real handsome brick buildings. 

Bere ls one bank, and two i. in- 
stitutions for the handling of 
money through loans, secured by proper mort- 
Beges a6 security. This places Quitman on a 
solid basis in the way of financial facilities. 
Merchants draw fine trade from Brooks and 
surrou g counties, and they are thrifty and 
growing, though a little slow in the way of 
public enterprises. 

They have, like all other towns in Georgia, 
that little joke cracked at old Pluvius, an abor- 
tive artesian well. 

There are some of the prettiest, snuggest and 
most home-like little homes that you may find 
ha day’s journey. The main street runs 
east and west, and beyond the business houses 
ob either end are some beautiful homes.

MR. CLINTON GALLUCHATASS ATLS 


MR. CLYDE MILLIGAN. 


On Account of ANeged Slanderous Reports, a Balti- 


more Ciger Galteman Attempte to Mores. 
whip the Bookkeeper for the Atlante B)- 
éevator Company~—in Police Court. 


M. Clinton Galluchat, ea local salesman for 
a Baltimore cigar house, struck Clyde Milli- 
gan, bookkeeper for the Atlanta elevator com- 
pany, across the shoulders and face once or 
twice yesterday morning with a buggy whip. 

This morning both men will appear in police 
court to answer the charge of disorderly con- 


duct. 


The trial promises to be quite a sensational 
one, and may be only the second chapter in 
the unpleasant affair as both men have sworn 
to take good care of themselves. The affray 
ocourred about twelve o’clock, near Mr. John 


Silvey’s new residence, on Marietta, and 
ATTRACTED QUITE A CROWD,

in their service until last Monday, when he 
accepted a position witha Baltimore cigar 
hotse.

He 
then started out Marietta street towards the 
elevator, hoping to encounter Mr, Milligan on 
his way todinner. Mr. Milligan, on leaving 


the elevator, usually walks out Spring street 


to Marietta, and soon after Mr. Gullachat 
reached the corner, he observed 
THE BOOKKEEPER COMING, 

and approached him. When within a few 
feet of each otherthe two men stopped, dnd a 
few words passed between them in an ordina- 
ry toneof voice. No one passing had any idea 
that they were quarreling or that trouble was 
brewing, butina short time Mr. Galluchat 
suddenly raised the buggy whip in the air and 
brought it down over Mr. Milligan. The lick 


was a bard one, and attracted the attention of 


passers-by. The lick seemed to have been a 
surprise to Mr. Milligan, for Mr. Galluchat had 
the whip in the air again before any effort was 
mace to resist the second lick. The 
WHIP CAME DOWN, 
and as it came, Mr. Milligan grabbed it, 
Then a fierce struggle for. the whip ensued. 
Mr. Milligan, though having but oue good 
hand, proved to be quite strong, and after a 
warm struggie secured the whip. He then 
stooped down, and picking up a large stoné, 
was in the act of throwing it at Mr. Galla- 
chat, when the latter drew a pistol and 
threatened to shootifthe rock was thrown. 
The entire affair up to this point had been so 
quick that no one could interfere, but when 
the pistol wasdrawn, several persons rushed 
up, and either by persuasion or force, secured 
My. Galluchat’s ristol. The two 
BELLIGERENTS WERE THEN SEPARATED 
and finally went about their business. Intel- 
ligence of the trouble spread quite fast, and 
soon after both parties had left Patrolman 
Noland heard of it and started ont to find them. 
Mr. Milligan, however, had gone to police 
headquarters and made complaint against Mr. 
Galluchat, charging him with as3ault and bat- 
tery and with carrying concealed weapons. A 
city case was then made by the officer in 
charge against Mr. Milligan and his name was 
entered on the city docket. Soon after Mr. 
Milligan left Mr. Galluchat heard that the 
officers were searching for him and went to 
police head«uarters, where 
‘A CITY CASE WAS BOOKED : 
against him too. He was also notified that 
warrants chargivg him with assault and with 
carrying concealed weapons had been swora 
out, and that he would be compelled to give 
bond in each case, He'was then placed inthe 
corridor in front of the cells and locked up 
until he could secure bondsmen, which hedid 
in the course of an hour, after which he was 
released. 

Mr. Milligan is well known in Atlanta, arid 
hes a great many friends. He declines to say 
much about the matter, his only statement 
being that Mr. Galluchat had been discharged 
from the elevator company and that he held 
bim responsible for his discharge. He denies 
having slandered his adversary orany one 
else.’ Mr. Milligan has always been a quiet, 
inoffensive man, and has a host of friends in 
Atianta. He says that when Mr. Galluchat 
attacked him he Was unarmed, and that he 
was struck with the but end of the whip and 
not with the lash end. He further states that 
when he wrenched the whip from Mr. Gallu- 
chat he ttarted to hit him across the face with 
it when the pistol was drawn. 

MR. GALLUCHAT’S STATEMENT,  _ 

Mr. Galluchat does not talk freely about 
the tronble, either, and says that the trial will 
show that he was justified in doing as he did. 
He cays, however: 

“That fellow Milligan has most infamously 
slandered: me, andin duty to myself I was 
eompelled totake the steps Idid. He has 
four fingers off of one hand, and on that ac- 
eount I would not use any more dangerous 
violence on him, but thought it best only to 
cowhide him, which I did effectually. I ask 
those in whose presence he has spoken des- 

aragingly of me to pay no attention to what 

e hassaid,as hisstatements are without 
foundation in fact. ‘That is all I care to 
gay.” 

“What was the nature of the slanders he has 
uttered against you?” 

“JT don’t care to say anything about them.” 

“Mr. Milligan says the only reason he 
knows for your attack isthat you consider 
him in some way to bleme for your discharge 
from the elevator company. Is that true?’ 

“Tt is entirely false. That had nothing to 
do with the affair whatever. In justice to 
Mr. Milligan I will state that he had nothing 
whatever to do with my leaving the elevator 
company. had a contract with them 
fora year;my time had expired; they had 
shut down theelevator and were closing up 
the business. That was in no way connected 
with today’s difficulty, He had outraged me 
in a manner I was obliged to resent,and I did 
so. The cause ofthe trouble will be made 
known at the trial tomorrow. In the mean- 
time I have nothing turther to say,” 

Mr. Galluchat isa native Carolinian and has 
been in Atlanta about four years, He was 
once a member of the Atlanta fire department 
and has a great many friends in the city.

AND WHAT THEY FOUND TO DO 
YESTBLDAY. 


A Man Charged With Stealing Oattle Eighteen 
Months Ago Found on Decetur Street Yesterday 
and Aareeted After se Long Chase—Two 
Negroes Charged With Larceny. 


Archie Hiram Everett is the tripple poetic 
name of a negro confined in the city prison 
charged with cattle-stealing. 

Everett was arrested yesterday morning. 

About eighteen months ago William Page, 
the cattle buyer, was approached by d negro 
man who wanted to sell hima steer. The 
negro man gave his name as Wilson, and had 
the steer with him. The steer was in fair con- 
dition and was well worth eighteen dollars, 
the amount asked. Page, however, found that 
he did not havethat much money with him., 
but agreed to pay Wilson one-half the amount 
and give him a due bill payable upon 
presentation for the balance. Wilson 
to the proposition, and accepting the nine del- 
lars in money and the due bill for nine dollars, | 
left. A few days after the transaction a negro 
man presented the due bill to Pageand asked 
for the money. The man was not the one to 
whom he had given it, and Page declined to 
pay it and never again heard of it. Several 
months after buying the steer Page heard that 
a man living near Decatur had lost a steer 
«xactly like the one he had purchased from 
the darky and, upon visiting the man, 
and eying bey 9 gery satisfied that the 
steer the man had lost andthe one he had 
purchased from Wilson were the same. Page 
then began watching for Wilson, but could 
not find him until yesterday, when he saw 
him on Decatur street. The instant Page 
eaw the darky he recognized him and calling 
him by name asked him to come over. The 
darky recognized Page, too, but instead of 
coming to him broke away in the opposite 
direction. Page started after him and as he 
ran called up the people on the sidewalk to 
stop the ecing darky. The 
race attracted a great deal 
of attention and created quite an excitement. 
Patrolman Phillips joined in the chase, and 
after a long  racethe darky was arrested and 
conducted to police headquarters. During the 
race two negroes attempted to prevent the ar- 
rest of the fugitive, and for their trouble were 
arrested themselves and conducted to police 
headquarters with Wilson. When the patrol- 
man reached the city prison, Wilson gave his 
nameas Archie Hiram Everett, and was booked 
for cow stealing, Several darkies who were 
attracted by the race identified him as Everett 
and not Wilson. The negro men who attempted 
to prevent Everett's arrest,g: ve their names as 
William Hughesand Augustus Early. They 
were bocked for interfering with an officer in 
the discharge of his duty, and will be given a 
trial this morning in police court. 


They Are Both Charged With Forgery. 

John Bailey Smith and Charles Johnson, two 
darkies, are now behind the bars at the city 
prison. charged with forgery. They were 
arrested yesterday by Detective Bedford and 
Special Officer Carlyle. Several days ago 
Charley Johnson entered Akers Bros’. place, 
on Mitchell street, and presented a note con- 
taining a check. The check purported to have 
been signed by Dr. B. M. Woolley, and was 
payable to I. P. Mayers, a Peters street mer- 
chant, and was drawn for twenty-three dol- 
lars. The note accompanying the check 
asked Messrs. Akers to send him ten 
dollars’ worth of meal and to _ give 
the bearer thirteen dollars in 
money. The check was apparently good and 
the request contained in the note wascom- 
plied with, and the check was subsequently 
deposited in Lowry’s bank by Akers Bros. A 
few days ago Smith, whois indebted to Dr. 
Woolley for a piece_of property, went to the } 
doctor's office~ahd, presenting a check for 
twenty-six dollars, asked fora credit to that 
@xtent on the mortgage which the doctor 
held. The check bore the nameof W. H. 
Gresham. Dy. Woolley suspected from the 
first that the check was a bad one, but accept- 
ed it. He then showed it to Chief Connolly 
and gave him an account of his possession of 
it. The chief handed the check 
to Detective Bedford, who began working the 
case up, and thereby came upon the check 
which Aker Brothers had accepted. This 
check Dr. Woolley pronounced a forgery, and 
on yesterday another check bearing his name 
was found. This too, was declared a forgery. 
In each one of the checks was a strong simi- 
Jarity in the handwriting. John Bailey 
Smith’s hand seemed to be shown upina all the 
transactious, and yesterday he was arrested. 
Johnson soemed to be implicated with Smith, 
and was arrested too., Both prisoners assert 
that they have had nothing to do with the 
checks,*and that they will bejable to so show. 
The detectives, however, say that they 
will be able to establish that they have had a 
hand in disposing of all three of the checks. 


A Small Boy With a Kni‘e. 

The police department is now looking for 
Tom Pryor, a young negro boy, who used his 
knife severely upon John Powel’, a p'ayma te. 
The difficulty between the boys occurred Sun- 
day afternoon, but was not reportel at poli-+e 
headquarters until yesterday morning, when 
the request for Pryor’s arrest was made. On 
Sunday afternoon. the two darkies were on 
Randolph street playing with acrowd. Dur- 
ing the play Powell struck Pryor. The iick, 
though given in fun, made Pryor mad, and, 
drawing his knife he plunged it into Powell 
twice, making two bad wounds—one in the 
shoulder and one in the neck. Powell bled 
profusely and soon became too weak to walk. 
Pryor skipped out and Powell was placed in a 
hack and sentto his home, in the extreme 
western part of the city. His wounds are 
very painful. 


Attempt to Rob a Newsboy. 

Henry William-, a ten-year-old newsboy, 
yesterday reported an attempt to murderani 
rob him, which was made on Sunday morning 
near the exposition grounds. He says he was 
met by two negroes, one grown and other 
«about sixteen years o)d, who askefl him how 
much money he had, and on hig réfnsal to tell 
them, seized him andbegan goiag through his 
pockets. The boy began to call lomdly for 
help when one of the negroes plunged 
a knife blade into his back, while the other 
struck him on the head witha-rock. The 
boy’s cries attracted Mr. Johu Falkner to the 
scene, and on his approach the footpads filed. 
The boy says his assailants were Tom New- 
man and Tom Cain, and that Cain, the man, 
stabbed him. The cat in the boy’s back ig s8e- 
rious, but the rock made only a scalp weund. 
Neither of the negroes has yet been arrested.
